Quaint Ritual 


Entire Ceremony of Crowning 


of King and Queen Is Sym- 
bolic of a Wedding to the 
British Nation.

On June 22nd King George V. will 
be crowned in Westminster Abbey 
with all the quaint rites and elabor- 
ate ceremonials which, with the ex 
ception of certain minor alterations, 
have been religiously observed at the 
coronation of every sovereign in Eng. 
land since the time of William the 
Conqueror. The ceremony is more 
splendid, elaborate, and emblematic 
than in any other country of Europe. 
Every day for many weeks past the 
London newspapers have recorded 
the progress of the preparations for 
the supreme event, and announced 
fresh additions to the round of bril- 
liant functions which will make Lon- 
don—usually sober and absorbed in 
business—the gayest capital in the 
world this coming midsummer. 

Though the discontinuance of the 
banquet in Westminster Hall has 
robbed the coronation of some pic- 
turesque feudal customs, the cere- 
mony in the Abbey has been must

The am 
pulla, the vessel of pure gold in 
which the consecrated oil is contain- 
ed, is in the shape of an eagle with 
outstretched wings, the oil being 
poured out of its beak. The spoon 
into which it is poured is of silver, 
richly gilt, and adorned on the han- 
d'e with four large pearls. These two

origina) regalia of England demolish- 
ed by the ruthless Cromwell at the 
time of the Civil War. 

The existing emblems were made 
on the old models for the coronatioa 
of Charles II. The curtana, or sword 
of Mercy, is the principal one in dig- 
nity of the three which are carried 
unsheathed before the King. It has 
no point, its blunted blade being a 
token of merey. The aword of Justice 
to the Spirituality, is pointed, but 
somewhat obtuse; and the sword of 
Justice to the Pemporality is sharp 
pointed. The scabbards of all three 
are covered with a rich brocaded 
tissue of cloth and studded with gilt 
ornaments. The sword of State is a 
two-handed weapon, with a scabbard 
of crimson velvet, decorated with 
gold plates of the royal badges. 

The orb, the symbol of dominion

So he made busts and | 
sold them and studied assiduously all 
the time, getting all the light possible 
on the methods of such French sculp- 
tors as Fremiet and Paul Dubois. 
His first large work of note was the 
Northwest Rebellion monument in 
Queen's Park, Toronto. Then he 
nroduced the statues of Governor 
Simcoe and Sir Oliver Mowat. After 
his marriage, Mr. Allward spent 
some time in Europe, und since then 
he has been constantly employed on 
larger and more important works. 
Chief among these, probably, is his 
impressive memorial to t.e Canadian 
heroes of the South African war, 
which stands in University avenue, 
Among his other now fam- 
ous outside statues are the John 
Sandfield Macdonald monument in 
Queen's Park, Toronto; the Nicholas | 
Flood Davin memorial, in Beechwood 
Cemetery, Ottawa; the Baldwin-La- 
fontaine group on Parliament Hill, | 
Ottawa, and the memoria] to Dr. Bell, | 
inventor of the telephone, at Brant- | 
ford, Ont.

Then he makes another with more 
detail, in either wax or clay. If the 
design is to be submitted for approval | 
still another figure is made—in the 
case of a single statue—of one-third 
or one-half life co. If the work is 
a group a cast in plaster of Paris is 
arranged in the shape of a complete 
model. Weeks and months are spent 
in this preliminary work. Then, if 
his life models have been satisfac- 
tory, the monument is commenced 
“in large.” This is done in wax on a 
large skeleton of iron and _ wood. 
Then it is boxed up and sent to the 
United States to be cast in bronze. | 
There are no bronze-casting works in 
Canada able to do such work. He goes 
down to Providence, R.I., to inspect 
the casting. Then from Mr. Allward’s 
blue prints the contractor builds the 
foundation and erects the monument. 
All Mr. Allward’s work is marked 
by deep human feeling, as well as 


remarkable artistic skill. Personally 
he is one of the most’ gentle and 
modest of men, large success in 


youth having spoiled him in no par- 
ticular.

720 tons. ‘Lhe protracted str.ke at the 
plant of Cumberland Railway & Coal 
Co. was responsible last year for a 
decreased output in Cumberland coun- 
ty. 277,862 tons were mined us against 
The Mari- 
time Coal, Railway & Power Co, was 
the chiet producer, having raised 161,- 


843 tons. Picjou county produced 
629,599 tons, the greatest producer 
being the Acadia al Co, and the 
Intercolonial Coa! Co. Inverness 


county 364,104 tons were raised, of 
which the Inverness Railway & Coal 
Co. contributed 277,257 tons and the 
Port Hood-kichmond Railway & Coal 
Co. the balance. The output of Cape 
Breton county was 4,205,131 tons, 
which is a considerable increase over 
that of 1909, when 3,634,392 tons were 
raised. The great bulk of this ton- 
nage was raised by the Dominion Coal 
Co., with 3,244,754 tons, and the Nova 
Scotia Stee! & Coal Co. with 836,348 
Over eleven thousand persons 
were employed in the industry dur-

Goodall, lecturer to the Middlesex 
Hospital Medical School. He declares 
that when you enter a restaurant and 
| select a chocolate-colored food you un- 
consciously show yourself a man of 
taste and refinement; but if, on the 
| contrary, you show a partiality for 

yellow-colored foods. your taste is 
| most probably low and vulgar. 

Dr. Goodall, in explaining his 
strange theory, says that he first made 
experiments with animals. ‘‘A cat, 
for instance,” he says, “is very much 
influenced by the color of its food. 
In one experiment I placed a number 
of piegee of meat, each tinted a dif- 
ferent color, before a cat. The ani- 
mal looked at each piece carefully 
and then selected the red colo ed meat. 
Dogs, on the other hand, do not ap- 
pear to use their visual sense like 
cats. If the food smells all right a 
dog will eat anything. 

“Human beings are very sensitive 
as to the color of their food. By 
making inquiries among caterers 1 
found that chocolate-colored foods 
were easily the most popular among 
th» educated classes. The poorer 
classes have a liking for yellow. One 
of the reasons of this may be that they 
think such foods are richer than 
others.” 

Pink is by far the most popular col- 
or with children. If a child is offered 
the choice of a pink and a yellow 
sweet, the pink variety wil! invariably 
be selected. Curiously enough, how- 
ever, foods iyteenrer td colored green 
appear to be avoided by all. 

r. G. Norman Meachen, the well- 
known dietetic specialist, upholds the 
view that diners-out are largely influ- 
enced in their appetites by the color 
of the foods which are brought before 
them. 

“Certain colors,” he says, ‘‘stimu- 
late the appetite and digestion, while 
others have the reverse effect. White 
rods, such as white fish, are stimu- 
lants to the appetite.

Reports from Census Bureau Officials 
Indicates that the Population in 
Many Districts is Considerably 
Larger Than Was Expected—Great 


Increases in Population West of 
The Great Lakes. | 
Ottawa,.—Canada’s initial census 


taking, which began June 1, will take 
three years to complete. The tabulat- 
ing and analysis of the population, 
figures of the extensive information 
asked for in regard to trade, industry, 
ete., will keep the census bureau} 
busy for that length of time. The 


total population will not be definitely 
known until October, though an ap- 


proximate figure may be given a 
month or so earlier | 
The returns will begin to come in 


from the cities in about a fortnight’s 
time, but the enumerators have three | 
weeks’ time allowed to collect their 
work and the commissioners afe al- 
lowed another month in which to for- 
ward return to Ottawa. The work of 
tabulation and compilation will be 
done at the census bureau here, by 
specially divided tabulating and com- 
piling machines, similar to those used 
in Washington for the census of last 
year. 
~Vharles W. Spicer, an official of the 
perican census bureau who has been 
.fuporarily borrowed by the Cana- 
dian bureau, is now in Toronto sup- 
erintending the manufacture of a 
number of machines to be used in 
tabulating the schedules turned in by 
the enumerators. Reports from cen- 
sus bureau officials who have been re- 
viewing reports as to the prospective 
work required for the commissioners 
in the various parts of the Dominion, 
indicated that the population in many 
districts is considerably larger than 
was estimated. The final figures will 
probably show a population increase 
of about 50 per cent. during the de- 
cade, West of the Great Lakes it is 
estimated there are now about a mil- 
lion and a half more people than 
there were in 1901, Eastern Canada 
should show an increase of a little 
over a million and a quarter,

Dr. Roger Royen, son of the emin- 
ent Professor Doyen, of the Insti- 
tute Deyen, of Paris, has arrived in 
Montreal, and will himself make the 
preliminary arrangements for experi- 
ments in the cure by which his father 
has, to a great extent, revolutionized 
the treatment of tuberculosis in the 
older world. The name given to the 
discovery is ‘‘Mycolisine,”’ which, to 
the student, reveals that the fluid is 
a composition of the organic arsenic 
of colloidal and of the natural fer- 
ment

London.—At the Imperial confer- 
}ence recently, Premier Fisher, of 
Australia, said that the time had 
arrived when each state should be in- 


formed and if need be consulted be- 
fore Britain entered into any arrange- 
ments with other countries which 


the interests of all were affected 

Sir Edward Grey said that consulta- 
tion had been given the right to make 
her own treaties. It might embarrass 
the home government if it had to 
consult the dominions and if the do- 
minions insisted it would imply that 


they should take part in that war 
On the whole the matter had better 
be left entirely to the home govern- 
ment.

LESSON XI.—SECOND QUARTER, 
JUNE Il, 1911. 


Text of the Lesson, I! Chron. xxx, 13- 


27—Memory Verses, 18-20—Golden 
Text. | Sam. xvi, 7—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 
This Hezekiah, whose name signifies 
the strength of Jehovah,” was one of 
the best kings that reigned over the 
kingdom of Judah. In the sixth year 
4 his reign the king of Assyria car- 
ried the ten tribes into captivity, as 
we shall learn more fully in next 
week's lesson (II Kings xix, 10-12). 


The king of Assyria threatened to do 
to Judah as he had done to Israel and 
wrote a blasphemous letter which 
Hezekiah spread before the Lord, and 


he and the prophet Isaiah prayed and 
cried to heaven, and the Lord sent an 
angel who smote in one night 185,000 
of the yrian army (11 Kings xix, 
35; IL Chron. xxxii 19-21 

Ahaz, the father of Hezekiah, had 
lone very He worshipped 
ther god s the vessels of 
the use « t up the doors of 
the house yd and made him 


corner of Jerusalem 
and in the cities of Judah. Therefore 
the Lord did bring Judah low because 
f him (II Chron. xxviii, 19-25) 

Hezekiah in the first month of the 
first year of his reign opened the doors 
#f the house of the Lord and repaired 
them and set the pries and Levites 
it work to cleanse t} emple, which 
they did in sixteen days. Then they 
offered sin offerings unto the Lord for 
all Israel, and burnt offerings, and 
thank offerings, and worshipped the 
Lord with gladness. ‘So the service 
f the house of the Lord was in 
order, and Hezekiah rejoiced, and all 
the people, that God had prepared the 


altars in 


set 


people, for the thing was done sud- 
denly”’ (chapter xxix, 3, 17, 24, 27, 31, 
4). 

The regular time to keep the Pass- 


over in the first month being past be- 
cause of the time it teok to cleanse 
the temple, it was determined to keep 


it in the second month, as was per- 
mitted in the law (Num. ix, 9-11) 
Proclamation was therefore made 
throughout all Israel from Dan to 
Beersheba that they should come to 
keep the Passover unto the Lord God 
of Israel at Jersalem, for it was a 
long time since the feast had been 
kept (verses 1-5). The last of which 
we have a record was in the days of 
Joshua, when at Gilgal they kept it 


upon entering the land (Josh. v, 10) 


Before that there is a record of only 
two Passovers, one in Egypt and one 
a year later at Sinai 

After the time of our lesson we have 
only a record of two more in the Old 
Testament, the great one of Josiah 
and the one in the days of Ezra at 
the dedication of the temple after the 
return from Babylon (II Chron. xxxv, 
18; Ez. vi, 19-22). We can scarcely 
think that these were the only Pass- 


vers kept, but these six are the only 
nes recorded. If we include the one 
that the Lord Jesus so greatly desired 
to keep with his disciples (Luke xxii), 
then we have a record of just seven 
great Passovers. Of the lessons for 
our own souls let us never forget the 
words, “When I the blood 1 will 
pass over you.” It was not the bloed 
and something else, but simply and 
only the applied blood of the slain 
lamb that gave safety. See Lev. xvii, 
11; Heb. ix, 22; Rev. i, 5, 6; v, 9, 10; 
vii, 14; Eph. i, 7 
Nothing can by any 


means add to 


the safety which is ours in Christ 
esus, but because of it may the Lord 
grant us a great appetite for the 
Lamb, and as He lived by the Father 
may we, eating Him, live by Him 
(John vi, 57). This call to all Israel 


to turn to the Lord might truly be 
spoken of as a last call to the ten 
tribes, for six years later they were 
carried captive by the king of Assyria, 
As the posts passed from city to city 
through Ephraim and Manasseh, even 
unto Zebulun, some laughed them to 
scorn and mocked them, but some 
humbled themseves and came to Jer- 
usalem (verses 10, 11). Verse 12 seems 
to teach that God can bless only those 
who are willing that He should lay 
His hand upon them for good 

Until He shall come again in power 
and glory we cannot expect anything 
different from Acts xxvili, 24. “Some 
believed, and some believed not.” 
Wheat and tares will grow together 
until the end of the age Notwith- 
standing the rebellious ones a very 
great congregation assembled at Jeru- 
sulem to keep the Passover (verse 
13). They cleansed the city of idola- 
tors and killed the Passover and kept 
the feast not only for seven days, but 
so great was their joy because they 
had truly turned to the Lord and He 
had so blessed them that they kept 
the feast for another seven days. 
There was greater joy in Jerusalem 
than had been since the days of Solo- 
mon 

Hezekiah spake comfortably or to 
the heart of all the Levites that 
taught +he good knowledge of the 
Lord (verse margin), and so he 
was greatly used of God in this re- 
vival. The Bible is a heart book, 
from the heart of God to the hearts 
of His people (Isa. xl, 1, 2, margin), 
and if His word does not reach our 
hearts with comfort and strength we 
should pray, “Give Thy servant @ 
hearing heart’ (1 Kings iii, 9, mar- 
gin). What a splendid record of this 
king is found in chapter xxxi, 20, 21. 
“He wrought that which was good 
and right and truth before the Lord 
his God. * * * He did it with all 
his heart and prospered.”
